Cabral, Antonio Garcia and Ricardo 
Romero appeared suddenly before 


4Cananea today and in a short time 


Later the 
rebels returned to Bacanocht, south 
of Cananeta. 

Federal troops e 1100, in- 
cluding 200 cavalry under Medino 
Barron and other leaders, which went 
out from Cananea a few days ago, en- 
tered Arizpe to find the rebels gone. 
The city was abandoned with all doc- 
uments, and the | citizens fled: into 
Cananea, followed by a retrograde 
movement of the Federals, who ar- 
rived in Cananea yesterday. All the 
Federal troops are how here. “eS 

In the heart of the city ts a ris- 
ing mesa, which: has been fortified 
with high rock lis on the _ crest. 
None but the trodps are permitted to 
approach the mesa, and it is believed 
to be mined. 

One machine gun is located east of 
the mesa between the two largest ho- 
the west. <All command the city, 
which has a poplation of 15,000. 

The city is the home of the Greene 
Cananea Consolidated Copper Com- 
pany, and other big mining interests 
owned by Americans. 

The rebels had burned a number of 
bridges, but the rajlroad company has 
temporarily repaired them. and a train 
was scheduled to leave Naco for the 
south tonight. 

Wires are, however, down, and to- 
night there was fo communication 
with Cananea.

Souvenir of Civil War. 


CANNON STOLEN FROM EL PASO 
NOW IN THE HANDS OF REBELS‘ 


[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.] 


GUA PRIETA (Mex.) April 12.— 

{Via Douglas, Ariz.] Interesting 

information has been received here 
relating to the movements of the “Blue 
Whistler’ cannon, en route from Juarez 
to Ojinaga, where Gen. Jose Sanchez is 
preparing to attack the besieged forces 
of Gen. Luque next Saturday. 

This cannon is one of twelve cap- 
tured by the Federal forces from the 
rebels at Valverde, N. M., during the 
civil war. It was dug up by Major 
Teel, presented to El Paso, and placed 
in a public square there. Recently 
the cannon was stolen and taken across 
the line and turned over to the rebels 
who placed it in hiding. Since theh the 
rebels have procured ammunitioh and 
solid shot, also cans filled with steel 
boiler cuttings. 

When stolen the cannon had two 
steel wheels. For the trip across the 
country the cannon was placed on the 
front wheels of a wagon. It is under 
rebel leader, Villareal, 
now on his way to reinforce Sanchez, 
whose attacking army numbers 1500. 
The rebel plans in Sonora do not in- 
clude an attack on Cananea, which is 
strongly fortified. There is a Federal 
force of 1100 men there, with seven ma- 
chine guns and one field cannon. It is 
believed that Antonio Garcia's com- 


mand ig hovering near Cananea to eae 


the men there an opportunity to come 
out and join the rebels. 


The Mexican government has brought 


to Cananea two experts from the 
Maxim factory to teach the Federals 
how to use rapid fire guns. 

The rebel leader, Giron, with 250 foote 
soldiers and fifty men mounted, held 
up the stage between Nacozari and 
Cumpas Saturday, prior to retaking 
Cumpas. He opened the mall and found 
a letter from the prefect at Moctezuma 
which gave a fist of the soldiers there, 
and the pay due them. At Cumpas 
Giron recruited one hundred men and 
liberated thirty prisoners, among them 
a Mexican who killed an American en- 
gineer at Nacozari a year ago. 

Giron has. continued towards Mocte- 
zuma, twenty miles south, and will try 
to capture it. The town is defended by 
fifty Federals and sixty-five volunteers, 
who aré entrenched in the surrounding 
hills. An attack is expected at Moe- 
tezuma at any time. Capt. Bargas, 
formerly of Agua Prieta, is in com- 
mand of the Federals.

Other Obstacles Contribute to the 
Reverses Suffered by the Company 
Which Has Had Loses Exceeding 
a Hundred Thousam Dollars in 
the Last Two Years. 


. LONG BEACH, April 12.—Losses ex- 
ceeding $100,000 in the two years of 
its existence have put a quietus on the 
| business affairs of the Long Beach Oli 
Macadam Company, and the concern 
has retired from further active par- 
ticipation in the problem of highway 
betterment. Both Frank Crowe and 
Anselm de Grieve, members of the 
company, say that they have had 
enough. 

When Los Angeles county yoted $3,- 
000,000 for good roads, the Oil Macad- 
am Company was promptly in the 
field, De GrieVe resigning the position 
of roadmaster of the Pacific Blectric 
to join with. Crowe. They purchased 
$70,000 worth of improved roadmaking 
machinery, including steam -shovels, 
diggers and a traction engine, and 
succeeded in securing the first con- 
tract given out by the highway com- 
missioners, which was the southern 
half of the Long Beach boulevard, 


and which is a marvel ef good road | 
* building. 


They had a private contract for 800 
tons of rock daily, but were unable to 
get more than fifty or 100 tons at a 
time. As à result they lost a good 
many thousands of dollars on this 
alone. Hoping things would brighten 
the company went ahead and secured 
other good road contracts, but it was 
u constant fight against delay and 
losses. 

Their last remaining contract was 
for the valley road between Lamanda’ 
Park and Pico, and the Supervisors 
released them from this three weeks 
ago, when the road was washed out 
by the flood. The firm is now en- 
gaged in trying to dispose of its ma- 
chinery to the manufacturers, but so 
far has reached no agreement. 

Besides the good roads work the 
firm secured several smaller contracts 
and employed a considerable force of 
men whenever delivery of rock made 
it possible.

TALKING ABOUT CUTS 
The rfigh school Board of Kduca- | 
tion has decided that out of the re- 
cent bond issue of $200,000. the sum 
of $135,000 is to be expended in the 
eonstruction of a group of three bulld- 
ings and the improvement of the 
grounds.

VIATOR CHARLES WALSH, 
with his Curtiss-type biplane, 
plunged td the earth from an al- 
titude of fully 100 feet yesterday at 
Dominguez field, when one of the 
alleror. control wires snapped, and es- 
caped ‘without a scratch, His ma- 
chine was almost entirely demolished. 
Walsh was making a trial flight in an 
effort to qualify for an aviator’s li- 
cense before a committee representing 
the Contest Board of the Aero Club of 
California. 

This was the aviator’s second at- 
tempt to obtain a license. In his pre- 
vious flight he had engine trouble ard 
was unable te make the necessary two 
circnits of the five-kilometer course. 
He has another a newer aeroplane 
in one of the Domi z hangars with 
which he expects to try for the license 
on Sunday. 

Walsh had not noticed that the wires 
cortroling the ailerons in either end 
of the machine were becoming frayed, 
and this oversight caused the accident. 
An examination after the wreckage 
had been cleared showed that the 
wire had rusted and broken until only 
one-third of the threads remained 
Friction where the wire passes through 
the pulley had worn it away.’

For Thirty Years Taught Spellbind- 
ers of Chicago Art of Reaching Pub-. 
lic Pulse From Platform. 


Prof. Henry M. Soper, for thirty 
years one of the leading teachers of 
oratory.in America, died at his home 
in thig city, No. 445 South Evergreen 
avenue, yesterday, aged 61 years.

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GAELIC DANCING. 


BY JOHN 8. M’GROARTY. 

Time runs in circles, always coming back 
to the place from which it started. I hold 
in my hand an invitation from the Ancient 
Order of Hibernians in which it is an- 


nounced that at their ball, to be held on 


Easter Monday ‘night, “Gaelic dancing will 
be given for the first time in Los Angeles.” | 
In the same mail I have a notification that 
there will also be Gaelic dancing at the 


meeting of the Celtic Club, to be held dur- } 


ing the last week of the month. 


Divine Providence willing, I shall be at | 


those places on the nights mentioned, And 
I shall stay as long as any, man, though it 
be till the dawn flames atross the snow- 
peaks of the Mother Mountains. I would 
go a far road to see Gaelic dances again as 
I used to see them among the due hills of 


Pennsylvania, where | was born. 


It had seemed to me that it was because 
I had wandered so far from communities 
where Gaelic peoples are numerous in 
America that I had not, for so many years, 
reveled in the sight and sound of Gaelic 
dancing. But I find it was not so much 
that as it was that the younger genera- 
tions of the Gael no longer practiced the 
steps that delighted their forbears. With 
the decadence of Gaelic speech Gaelic 
games had also been almost forgotten. It 
is true that, occasionally, one would see a 
sword dance or a rather. lifeless attempt at 
a highland fling at a Scotch picnic some- 
where, but the Irish and the Scotch seemed 
to have foresworn the jig and the reel and 
to have come out of the American meiting 
pot to dance American waltzes and square 
dances, if such calisthenics may be 
dancing at all. 

However, with the reyival of the Gaelic 


_language in both Ireland and Scotland there 
has been a contemporaneous revival of the 


old beautiful Gaelic customs. And this re- 
vival of all these things has not been con- 
fined alone to the green glens of Erin and 


Scotia's hills of heather, but it has reached 


to every land where Celts are to be found. 
And that, of course, means every land un- 


der the sun. 


There exists a curious division of tastes 
in matters of this nature between the two 
families of the Celtic race. The Irish, 
Scotch and Manx, who form the Gaelic fam- 
ily, are great dancers; while the Welsh, 
the Cornish and the Bretons, who form the 
Cymric family, practice it very little. The 
Cymri appear to have been more fond of 
music than dancing. You will hear no sing- 
ing in the world to equal the singing in 
Wales. The Cornish are great folk for 
bands and orchestras. But Gaelic dancing 
is only another kind of muse. 2 

Now, there are a great many forms of 
physical action that are called dancing for 
lack of a better name, perhaps. The shuf- 
Hing that one sees in a Los Angeles dance 
hall is not dancing any more than is the 
ballet. The Spanish castanet performance 
is nearer to the real thing, although not 
really within the pale. 

This Maud Allan business is not dancing, 
either; nor any similar sensuous contor- 
tions. The Bible says that the daughter of 
Herodias danced before Herod on that gen- 
tleman’s birthday. Herod was sitting at a 
feast at the time and was, no doubt, con- 
siderably jingled up With wine when Salome 
landed in the middle of the room and went 
through her celebrated performance. Had 
she danced a jig or a reel or any other form 
of step-dancing, I do not believe that Herod 
would have been affected in the way he 
was. What Salome did was to perform a 
series of sensuous movements well designed 
to break through the moral sensibilities of 


a man filled with meat and strong drink. 


Gaelic dancing Is not sensuous. We need 
not go so far as to say it is spiritual, but 
it certainly is not sensuous. Gaels do not 
dance with their arms and bosoms and ab- 
domens. They dance with their feet. They 
make music with their feet. The fiddler or 
the piper can stop the tune to take a pinch 
of snuff and the feet of the Gaelic dancers 
will still keep the measure rolling and un- 


broken on the floor. 


The fairies, through whom the delicate 
fancies and imagination of the Celts find 
expression, are inordinately fond of danc- 
ing. And the “Little People”—as the fairies 
are called—never. indulge in anything ‘that 
falls below the standard of a fine art. When 
the wind shakes the casement fiercely, it is 
then that the fairies are said to be dancing. 
“So,” says Dora Sigerson, sweetest of the 
neo-Celtic singers, go not to the hills of 
Erin when the night winds are about.” 

“For the fairies whirl within it, 
And they pull you by the hand, 
And they push you by the shoulder, 
Till you move at their command. 


“And lo you have forgotten 

What you have known of tears, 
And you will not remember 
That the world goes full of years. 


“Your wife grows old with weeping, 
And your children one by one 
Grow gray with nights of watching, 
Before your dance is done.” 
Wherefore, an Irish girl would think 
shame to dance clumsily and the fairies 
peeping out at her from hawthorn bush and 
bramble and her lover whispering at the 
same time in her ears: “Dance light, for my 
heart lies under your feet, love.” And, may- 
be, too, she will hear the lilt of the Fairy 
Fiddler: 


4 “"Tis I go fiddling, fiddling, 


By weedy ways forlorn; . 

I make the blackbird’s music 
Ere in his breast ‘tis born; 

The sleeping larks I waken — 
Twirxt the midnight and the morn.” 

Ah, well, it is glad we should be that the 
Gaels’ again are dancing. It will be good 
to hear once more the patter of their feet 
on the floor like the music of summer rain 
above the rafters, while the old grayheads 


look on waiting to see which. dancer will 4 


be the last to surrender. “I never was 
danced down but once,” said Malcolm Mac- 
jeod, High Chieftain of the Celtic Society, 
to me the other day— never but once, and 
that was by an Irish girl.“

“Arriving at an émbrasure on the 
left flank, where a sentinel was stand- 
ing, Col. Wigfall displayed his white 
flag on his sword and said he wished 
,to see Maj. Anderson, when, after 
some discussion, he was permitted to 
enter. The writer saw him enter the 
work, Lieut. Snyder entering after 
him.” 

There are several versions of what 
All agree that Col, Wig- 
fall was greatly agitated. To Lieut. 
Snyder he said: “Let us stop this: 
Gen. Beauregard wants to stop this.” 

He was taken to a casemate, where 
the other officers were assembied. 

“Your flag is down, your fort is on 
fire; why not stop this?“ he said. 
“Show a white flag.” 3 

The officers told hi mthe flag was 
not down, but was again fiying, and 
“that a white flag would not be shown 
except by order of the commanding 
officer, and that his own batteries 
noe set the exampde of suspending 

re.” 

‘Col. Wigfall declared his own bat- 
tery at Cummings Point had ceased 
fire, and asked that a white flag be 
shown the Svuilivan-Island batteries. 

“This was refused,” says the official 
report on Sumter, written by Capt. J. 
G. Foster, “but he was permitted to 
wave a white fag himself, getting into 
an emirasure for the purpose. 

“He having done this for a few min- 
utes, Lieut. Davis permitted a  cor- 
poral to relieve him., Very soon, 
however, a shot striking very near 
the embrasure, the corporal jumped 
inside and declared to Wigfall that 
‘the would not hold the flag, for it 
was not respected.’” 

At this juneture Maj. Anderson ap- 


peared. 

As Col. Wigfall introduced himself, 
Maj. Anderson is said to have raised 
himself on his toes, clicked his heels 
and said sternly, “Well, sir!“ 

Col. Wigfall now repeated what he 
had already said to the other officers. 


| Maj. Anderson suggested that if Col. 


Wigfall wished his flag of truce to be 
seen, it should be shown from the 
parapet. Therefore from the top of 
the fort a hospital sheet attached to 
a pole was soon displayed. 

Terms Are Confirmed. 

The firing gradually ceased. Maj. 
Anderson, his officers and Col. Wigfall 
retired to the hospital bombproof, the 
only habitable room in the fort, for a 
conference. 

Here Col. Wigfall requested that 
hostilities be suspended until terms of 
evacuation could be arranged. Maj. 
Anderson asked what terms he had to 
offer. 

“Any terms you may desire—your 
own terms,” was the answer. 

Maj. Anderson said he would ac- 
cept the terms proposed by Gen. 
Beauregard on the 1ith—that the 
command march out with its proper- 
ty, after saluting the flag. 

Col, Wigfall now left to seek Gen. 
Reauregard. Hie had not been gone 
long when a boat bearing three aids 
from Gen. Beauregard—W illiam 
Porcher Miles, Roger A. Pryor and 
Stephen D. Lee—arrived at the fort.
